Woolf slow-moving, statically staged. 
But any high-school drama student 
knows, the play grinds exceedingly slow. 
The Burton-Taylor film actually strayed 
from Albee’s original script; 
yard and roadhouse scenes took the four 
actors out George and Martha’s living 
room. This may have made the film live- 
lier, more visually interesting, but the 
audience consequently lost some the 
frightening verisimilitude that makes the 
play such work art the first place. 
experience fully Albee’s kaleidoscope 
humor, cruelty, pain, and reconcilia- 
tion, the audience has bear constant 
witness the shouting, the teasing, the 
betrayals, the carping, the drunkenness 
and the seductions.

Out maneuvers: Harrington tries 
move Tauro out the Kelly case

hen the extortion trial former state 
Senator James Kelly Jr. ended 

mistrial, April 30, hardly anyone 
involved was pleased. With the jury deadlocked 
11-1 convict him, Kelly knew that was lot 
closer trip upriver than anticipated. 
Attorney Edward Harrington, the other 
hand, was furious Judge Joseph Tauro for 
declaring mistrial after the jury had deliberated 
only hours. 

Perhaps the only people even marginally happy 
with the situation were the reporters who had lis- 
tened the case for some days. course, they 
had been denied definitive conclusion, but there 
were compensations. After all, you can cover pol- 
itics and the law for long time before you hear 
attorney refer loudly sitting federal judge 
courthouse. 

Harrington’s impolitic explosion last April was 
the emotional equivalent the maneuverings 
began last week Tauro’s court. Harrington 
asked that scheduled June hearing into de- 
fense motion acquit Kelly postponed until 
June 16, claiming needed the delay order 
prepare motion his own. That motion would 
ask for the trial judge whose 
impartiality has been questioned the public 
Like many elements the 
oft-comic pursuit Kelly, this latest move 
touched with little ‘absurdity. 

The flap concerns 1966 legislative hearings into 
charges contract-selling within the administra- 
tion Governor John Volpe. Kelly, then fresh- 
man senator, chaired the investigations commit- 
tee. Tauro was Volpe’s chief counsel. alleged 
that Kelly agreed withhold the committee’s re- 
port until after that year’s gubernatorial election, 
not damage Volpe’s campaign. (It should 
noted that the strategy apparently didn’t work. 
Committee Democrats leaked the report, Volpe 
won big anyway, and prosecutions were 
forthcoming.) 

Harrington’s motion came the heels 
column David Wilson the June Globe.

painted Tauro Volpe’s liaison with Kelly’s com- 
mittee, and implied that Tauro’s handling 
Kelly’s case was form returning the favor.

Pioneer Women, new book Joanna 
Stratton (Simon Schuster, 320 pp., 
$16.95), tells the story the Kansas 
frontier through the memoirs women 
who lived through those horrors, many 
them damp, leaking one-room sod 
houses with their numerous children and 
often-absent husbands. The amount 
labor these women performed their 
homes, barns, fields is, quite 
simply, staggering. Yet they also found 
the time and energy produce quilts and 
rugs decorate their homes, and de- 
velop cuisine from native fruits and 
game. They provided their families and 
neighbors with most the medical care 
and education there was, and later they 
organized churches and schools and 
worked teachers, postmistresses, and 
even local government officials long be- 
fore women were granted the right 
vote. 

Stratton’s book the fruit labor be- 
gun the when her great-grand- 
mother, Lilla Day Monroe, the first wom- 
admitted practice before the Kan- 
sas Supreme Court, solicited ‘‘remem-

women. Lilla Day Monroe died 1929, 
before her work was completed, and her 
daughter, Lenore Monroe Stratton, took 
over the task typing and indexing the 
memoirs. But, Joanna Stratton writes, 
her responsibili- 
ties and community activities kept her 
from completing her work the collec- 
tion. time, the narratives were filed 
away attic cabinets, the women’s 
words remaining unpublished and their 
lives quietly forgotten.” The attic filing 
cabinets were rediscovered 1975, when 
Stratton, then Harvard undergraduate, 
paid visit her house 
Topeka. 

Pioneer Women, excerpts from 
those 800 memoirs solicited years ago 
create human context for the political 
history Kansas and the nation 
whole. One woman recalls scene from 
her childhood when pro-slavery parti- 
sans terrorized abolitionist family 
during the fight over Kansas’s status 
the pre-Civil War choosing sides. 
Another remembers the problems faced 
farmers when the cattle drives turned 
unfenced prairie lands into stampede ter- 
during the 20-year period when 
Abilene was the western terminus the 
railroad, and Kansas picked its share 
Western lore complete with cowboys 
and saloons. Other women recali how 
their mothers fought alongside ax- 
wielding Carrie Nation against Demon 
Rum, offered hospitality the 


Reverend Olympia Brown, who came 
campaign for women’s suffrage 1867. 

But and large, Pioneer Women 
chronicles the details daily life the 
prairie farm, which was continuing saga 
work, crises, and small victories. The 
women recall the good taste bread 
baked open fire and the tedious 
chore soap-making; there are mem- 
ories failed crops, visits from Indians, 
made-over clothing, local disasters, and 
always, success. This book about sur- 
vivors. 

Stratton admits, Pioneer Women 
has its limits. collection does 
not concern those pioneers who tried and 
the thousands who returned 
the East, the ones who died diphthe- 
ria, childbirth, from frostbite. Nor does 
mention except the introductign 
any but white homesteading women, thus 
omitting the experience native Ameri- 
can women, blacks, and indigent work- 
ing people, such barmaids and prosti- 
tutes. But the writing social history is, 
thankfully, cumulative effort, and this 
book documents remarkable, and for- 
gotten group people. 

Words like and 
“independent recur 
throughout the book women recall 
their own and their mothers’ ability 
cope with circumstances that, the ‘20s, 
seemed intolerable. Fear the face dif- 
ficulty acknowledged now and then 
these stories, but lives between the 
lines. 

Annette Lecleve Botkin remembers this 
one: father arose early and started 
his all-day trip Mule Creek get 
ten out sight, than mother knew 
that the stork, being undependable 
sort bird, had decided that was time 
leave his precious bundle.

consin, trading stamps may redeemed 
only for cash. (In states where there 
choice, only one two percent the 
stamps are redeemed for cash, the sta- 
tute Wisconsin, which currently 
for repeal, cuts deeply into the business.) 

not altogether clear why trading 
stamps encounter such opposition. 
Usually the trading-stamp firm sells its 
stamps and services subscriber for 
something like two percent his sales. 
The stamps attract new customers the 
stores, and the firm earns in- 
terest the money for nine 
months before the stamps are re- 
deemed. Trading stamps work best 
very crowded industries, where there 
plenty competition and the stamps can 
create competitive edge: the unfilled 
spaces customers’ books keep them 
coming back for more, creating kind

iding the rails only romance 
now. Hitting the road, Jack, the 
subject songs and movies, 
sociology texts and coffee-table books, 
but it’s motion few know. Today, 
except the Northwest, there are only 
handful hoboes, tramps, bums, bindle 
stiffs, and boomers. was always ro- 
mance, course, frontier optimism 
matter what misfortunes be- 
man there were other women, other 
jobs, new friends, better, times and, riding 
boxcar ... new and better places 
dewn the (Mark Smith, The Death 
the Detective). But was never only 
romance. Until now. the first years 
this century, the men who rode the rails 
were the country’s migrant workers, the 
skilled and-unskilled labor that traveled 
from lumber camp lumber camp, 
lettuce field lettuce field. the ‘30s, 
they were the great mass the 
unemployed. According Roger 
recent Knights the Road (Methuen, 
214 pp., ($10.95), many 200,000 
hopped the freights during the Depres- 
sion. 

invested those men for whom 
“movement their main 
(Michael Mather, Riding the Rails) with 
the fantasies this country reserves for 
precious few its underclasses. The 
hobo has been clown (Charlie Chaplin) 
and working-class hero (Woody 
Guthrie), bohemian and outlaw. Mostly, 
he’s been the Last Free Man. This 
mythology accords the hobo all the privi- 
leges poverty: material goods, 
job, mortgages rent other 
words, nothing tie him down. also 
accords him all the privileges loneli- 
bilities nothing hold him back. The 
hobo free to-go anywhere, see the 
country: matter how many times 
hobo has travelled section the 
country, will always stand the edge 
the doorway watching the landscape 
roll by.

Inexplicably, his sec- 
tion the Industrial Workers the 
World (the IWW, Wobblies), the un-

the Boston Museum Fine Arts

The canvas filled with mys- 
terious icons golden boy reaching for 
lump ruby fruit; clusters blue- 
barked, twisting trees; scowling Tahi- 
tian idol and bears the sphinxlike title, 
come from? What are we? 
Where are going?” Questions like 
these arise whenever Westerners pene- 
trate the primitive world; like boomer- 
angs, their probes tend around 
and clout them the head. 

century after Gauguin’s 
death, much has changed. Tahiti 
annex the Club Med, the great age 
Western exploration has passed, and the 
outposts the mind have replaced the 
outposts the earth our new terra in- 
cognita. But the questions spawned the 
meeting post-industrial and preliter- 
ate minds remain troubling ever. 
These days, fact ever since Heisen- 
berg pulled the rug out from under the 
objective observer even the questioner 
has become question. Nowhere this 
more apparent than the case that 
ethnographer, diarist, and artist who de- 
votes his life studying the Yaqui In- 
dian way sorcery, who conjures fog 
deception and doubletalk around his 
origins and intentions, who even chal- 
lenges the very basis our perceptual 
handshake with the natural world. 
declares Carlos 
Castaneda The Gift (Simon and 
Schuster, 316 pp., $12.95), the sixth in- 
stallment his esoteric autobiography. 
That is, his profession the study 
man; his tools, the asking questions 
and the taking notes. Let the 
same, and question this man, and take 
some notes what find. 

Where come from? 

“Erase your personal coun- 
seled don Juan, the Yaqui ini- 
tiated Castaneda into the sorcerer’s life. 
For once the pupil obeyed the teacher. Al- 
though hundreds budding magicians 
attended Castaneda’s course “The 
UCLA 1972, his features are still un- 
known the public large, and this 
day unmarked photographs his face 
have been published. His early years are 
similarly obscured. most accounts, 
was born Christmas Day 1925 
1931 1935, Sao Paulo, Bra- 
zil, Cajamarca, Peru, some- 
where Italy (his contention). 
immigrated the United States 
1951, probably under the name Carlos 
Arana, and settled California. may 
have served the Army. may 
have attended Hollywood High. 

1962, when Castaneda received 
from UCLA, had already spent two 
supernatural entities and 
events. His first encounter with his mas- 
ter occurred, prosaically enough, bus 
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Teachings Don Juan appeared 1968, 
while the counterculture was flying high, 
the establishment was tailspin, and 
Vietnam was burning brightly our 
doorstep. Nobody wanted Ameri- 
ca; what better escape than another uni- 
verse adjacent our own? The book ra- 
pidly became campus, and then na- 
tional bestseller. 

Faithful its era, both Teachings and 
the first sequel, Separate Reality, rely 
heavily accounts drug experiences 
for their otherworldly atmosphere. Don 
Juan guides his quarrelsome student 
through jimson weed, peyote, and psilo- 
cybin trips; along the way, Castaneda 
talks with strawberry-headed, green- 
skinned being named flies 
around Mexico iridescent bubble, 
and battles gnat with 100-foot wing- 
span. But don Juan soon forbids all drugs, 
indicating that they are useful only 
preliminary sledgehammer pound into 
exceptional blockheads like his favorite 
pupil the unequivocal existence other 
levels reality. the subsequent vol- 
umes Journey Ixtlan, Tales Pow- 
er, and The Second Ring Power don 
Juan’s lessons sorcery continue. So, in- 
credibly, the psychedelic wonders. 
Gift, Castaneda fights off 
attack ghouls, watches people turn 
into luminous eggs, and bumps into 
saber-toothed tiger (paleomammologists 
take note: Castaneda reveals that these 
cats have long, lustrous, chocolate- 
covered fur, and eyes dark 
form astral and departs 
the solar system for nameless planet 
whose parched landscape dominated 
immense, saffron moon. Never have 
Castaneda’s exploits been colorful 
unconvincing. 

What are we? 

Castaneda bears some resemblance 
his cartoonish adventures and clown- 
ish persona that other 
apprentice, Mickey Mouse, really 
surprise, for, evidence suggests that both 
are products the California imagina- 
tion. Clever critics noted from the first 
that don Juan speaks more like Yankee 
scholar than Yaqui shaman. trace 
the puckish philosopher has been found, 


despite the hundreds young Ameri- 
cans who have combed the Sonora Des- 


ert for his tracks. early 


Richard Mille demonstrated that the 
chronology Journey Ixtlan overlaps 
and contradicts that its predecessor, 
Separate Reality; one the other 


certainly fake. one, why not 


all? Although Castaneda prefaces The 
Eagle’s Gift with the blunt statement that 
describing alien us; therefore, 
seems scarcely anyone believes 
him now. Let assume the worst that 
all the don Juan books are imagined. But 
what kind imagination this, and 
what kind story has produced? 

The Eagle’s Gift includes elaborate 
reiteration the tonal-nagual dualism 
which, for Castaneda, constitutes the es- 
sential framework the world. Every- 
thing know life, all its little dual- 
isms, such hot/cold, salt/pepper, 
God/Devil, belong the tonal. Every- 
thing outside this familiar reality lies 
the nagual; the nagual that for which 
there are ‘‘no words, names, feel- 
ing, knowledge.” come into con- 
tact with the nagual is, don 
all our conventional categories exper- 
ience immediately collapse. Now Casta- 
task fledgling sorcerer has 
been explore the nagual and convey its 
essence the reader. But how can this 
done? Art exists particulars, the bright 
details, the palpable surface things, but 
the nagual has surface. How can Cas- 
taneda define the undefinable and corral 
the wild beast mysticism frail fence 
words? can’t, course. Instead 
works indirectly, appropriating the 
tools traditionally favored this sort 
quixotic enterprise: turns fairytale, 
legend, myth. Castaneda really Sinbad 
the Sailor, adrift the uncharted seas 
the Mexican desert; don Juan the man 
with the magic wand, lamp, the 
secret words that will crack open the door 
Ali Baba’s cave and the treasures the 
heart cached within.

Don Juan may not exist, but his pro- 
totype can found around the globe. 
His teaching appears culled, least 
part, from sufism, animism, tantric 
Buddhism, and Christian monasticism. 
shares with these systems concern for 
evolving private vocabulary precise- 
defined terms help the apprentice 
“doing,” and are among the 
cryptic phrases that recur throughout the 
book, each carrying least three mean- 
ings one for the casual reader, sec- 
ond for the reader acquainted with don 
Juan’s definitions, and third for the sor- 
cerer who incorporates these ideas into 
his daily life. There the same emphasis 
bizarre techniques initiation and 
discipline: The Eagle’s Gift Castaneda 
spends great deal time suspended 
from tree specially constructed 
leather harness, experience cura- 
tive and cleansing qualities being kept 
away from the ground,” while Pablito,

Precious little time 


The gospel according James Cleveland

hat with the potbelly, the 
bulbous eyes, the thick glasses, 
and the raspy voice, the 
Reverend James Cleveland could 
middle-aged businessman instead the 
reigning legend gospel music. the 


last years, Cleveland’s domination 


what calls has been 
astonishing: albums for Savoy, six 
gold records field where 50,000 
copies represent good sales, and two 
Grammy awards amid numerous 
nominations. It’s not unusual peruse 
the gospel charts and see two, sometimes 


three, Cleveland double-albums the 
Top 20. His most recent album, Rev. 
James Cleveland Sings with the 
Greatest Choirs, has been the charts 
since December, going high number 
two. Cleveland had done nothing else, 
his appearance with Aretha Franklin 
her platinum album Amazing Grace 
would probably have assured stardom. 
He’s also responsible for the Gospel 
Music Workshop America conven- 
tion, mammoth gathering choirs, 
singers, writers, and arrangers. 

Still, wasn’t only because his ac- 
complishments that large crowd 
gathered Hynes Auditorium see him 
last week. And wasn’t only because 
his accomplishments that the crowd 
tolerated hour-and-a-quarter delay, 
tried whip enthusiasm for the 
Jackson Southernaires and the Triboro 
Choir, and shrugged off promoter George 
hard-sell. was because this 
was supposed less concert than 
revival, reaffirmation the faith and 
invitation the unwashed. James 
Cleveland just versatile performer 
who writes, arranges, and sings gospel 
music and plays the piano like 
barrelhouse stomper he’s preacher 
and fire-eater. With Shirley Caesar, 
Dorothy Norwood, and the late Reverend 
Julius Cheeks, Cleveland represents the 
old guard gospel that’s trying hold 
off the new: the Andrae Crouches, the 
Walter Hawkinses, and, yes, the 
Greens. Cleveland may make polite 


public statements about how Crouch

Hynes, began stomping his right 
foot deliberately off-beat, pounding 
like drum, then somberly reciting the 
melody before reaching back and roaring, 
has, oh, SMILED ME, yeah, HAS 
SET That raspiness can cut 
through the assembled voices three 
choirs (plus piano and organ), and 
Cleveland always exploits this power 
dramatically. His willingness match his 
meager voice against bell-clear sopranos 
and tenors also reminds his audience that 
God doesn’t care about sophisticated art- 
istry much conviction.

are big battleships. The di- 
rector, Desmond Davis, not 
exactly the Toscanini crowd 
When tidal wave comes 
crashing through some Greek 
town, toppling little plastic col- 
umns and cracking little plastic 
trees, all the people fall down and 
yell, “Oh. Oh, Oh.” unison. 
Later, when Perseus wins the 


hand the princess Andromeda, 


they yell, Yay. Yay.” This, 
you may have surmised, al- 
most rousing Chicago 
Cubs game. 

The strangest mistake Harry- 
hausen’s decision use models 
and live represent the 
same characters. Clash the 
Titans, Harryhausen has devised 
fellow named Calibos, whom 
Zeus has turned into lizardy sort 
monster. close-up, Calibos 
played actor named Neil 
McCarthy, who nicely attired 
your standard horns and were- 
wolf hair. But more distant 
shots, Calibos just another rub- 
ber model; and, like all rubber 
models all Harryhausen films, 
moves jerks and has very 
fidgety When the filmmak- 
ers cut from actor model and 
back, the effect hilarious: 
seem watching man turn 
into toy. Harryhausen tries the 
same silly stuff with Pegasus, the 
winged horse Perseus rides; 
close-ups, see beautiful 
white stallion; long shots, 
pudgy little toy with tufts 
messy white hair and, yes, 
hyperactive tail. 

But, hear you protesting, Per- 
seus never rode Pegasus. Greek 
mythology, Pegasus burst from 
the body Medusa after Per- 
seus chopped off the 
head; later, was Bellerophon 
who rode Pegasus, not Perseus. 
know, know. It’s only movie. 
bringing the wonder Greek 
mythology today’s youth, 
Harryhausen has chosen make 
most up. his version, Per- 
seus, the son Zeus and the 
mortal Danae, wins Androm- 
eda’s hand answering riddle. 
But the goddess Thetis (Maggie 
Smith) angry, largely because 
Calibos her son and, despite his 
deformity, had hoped marry 
Andromeda. Thetis offers ul- 
timatum: she will not destroy An- 
dromeda’s home town An- 
dromeda herself sacrificed 
nearby sea monster. Can Perseus 
save her? Only capturing 
Pegasus, eluding Calibos, trick- 
ing the Stygian witches, and cut- 
ting off the. snake-infested head 
Medusa, whose very glance 
could turn the sea monster 
stone. even begin de- 
tail the divergences beween 
Harryhausen’s yarn and the orig- 
inal myths. Suffice say that 
this not educational film. 

sure nutty one, though. 
favorite episodes are the ones 
that take place Mount Olym- 
pus, which looks rather like 
high-school cafeteria all decked 
out for Athens night the prom. 
Here, Zeus wanders round, cack- 
ling slyly and flirting with god- 
desses, while they bitch him 
and gossip behind his back. Bev- 
erley Cross wrote the heavenly 
dialogue, though divine inspira- 
tion should taken into ac- 
count. one scene, Zeus turns 
Thetis and sternly tuts, 
had every it’s god 
guidance counselor.
